THE  CIirRCII  THE  WITNESS  OK  HOLY  WRIT. 

To  possess  “  the  lively  oracles”  is  not,  unfor¬ 
tunately,  enough.  The  assertcr  and  the  denier 
ol  the  Saviour’s  God-head  appeal  to  the  same  Gos¬ 
pels.  The  Papist  and  the  Protestant  cite  tlie  .same 
texts.  The  countless  variety  of  Christian  sects 
all  claim  to  be  “  Bible  Cliristians.”  'I'he  question, 
then,  becomes,  not  so  much,  how  is  it  written,  as, 
how  was  it  intended  to  be  understood  ?  What  was 
the  first,  and,  of  course,  the  purest  interpretation  ? 
How  did  those  Christians  receive  and  understand 
the  truth,  to  w  hoin  the  truth  was  immediately  re¬ 
vealed  ?  These  ipiestions,  no  living  man  can  an¬ 
swer  by  his  own  wisdom  ;  and  tliere  is  no  promise 
ot  immediate  inspiration.  M  e  must  pursue  the 
investigation,  therefore,  backwards.  M’e  must 
examine  our  title  to  salvation,  as  we  do  the  titles 
to  our  estates.  We  must  trace  them,  from  one 
holder  to  anotlicr,  till  we  reach  the  date  and  ten¬ 
or  of  the  original  grant.  How,  now,  shall  this  be 
done?  How  shall  we  get  the  first  conception  of 
the  truths  of  inspiration  ?  How  shall  we  set  the 
mind  of  the  first  ages  beside  our  own,  that  the  im- 
pression  of  the  divine  word  upon  theirs,  and  upon 
ours,  may  fairly  be  compared  ?  1  answer,  by  the 
Cm  iK  ii.  The  Church,  by  uninterrupted  siicce.s- 
sion,  brings  the  tirst  ages  down  to  ours,  'i’he 
Church  has  maintained,  the  Church  has  promul¬ 
gated,  without  interruption,  and  from  age  to  age, 
the  fundamental  truths  of  .Scripture  in  their  oriiii- 
nal  acceptation.  To  the  C'hurch,  then — meaning, 
of  eourse,  as  constituted  by  tlie  Apostles ;  as  con¬ 
tinued,  without  division  or  decay,  iVoni  their  times, 
until  the  Protestant  Refori*ition  ;  and  .still  receiv¬ 
ed  and  held,  after  the  .\pdstles,  in  the  ministry  of 
ilivers  orders,  usually  denominated,  episcopal — 
to  the  Church,  not  as  existing  in  any  one  ago,  nor 
in  any  one  country,  but  in  its  collective,  its  trans¬ 
missive,  its  autiioritative  character,  we  confident¬ 
ly  appeal,  as  not  only  the  “  keeper”  but  the  “  wit¬ 
ness  of  holy  writ” — “  the  Church  of  the  living 
(iod,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the  truth.'’  I  shall  be 
told,  I  know,  of  its  days  of  darkness  and  degra¬ 
dation  ;  of  the  corrupt  practices  whicli  have  been 
held  in  it ;  and  of  the  unscriptural  authority  as.su. 
med  by  those,  its  worldly  and  licentious  ministers, 
who  have  “  lorded  it  over  God’s  heritage.”  And 
that  these  things  have  been  so,  it  were  absurd  and 
w  icked  to  deny.  Let  us  not  forget,  however,  in 
the  corruptions  which  particular  branches  of  the 
Church,  have  grafted  on  the  faith,  the  fiindamcn- 
tal  and  destructive  errors  from  which,  by  her 
collective  te.stimony,  it  has  been  guarded.  Let 
us  not  confound  the  enormities  of  individual  liccn- 
tiousness,  or  the  assumptions  of  oHicial  arrogance, 
with  the  decisions  of  her  congregated  w  isdoin,  or 
the  declarations  of  her  authentic  docinncnts.  Let 
these  be  examined,  and  it  will  not  bo  found  that 
fundamental  truth  has  ever  been,  by  her  authori¬ 
ty,  deserted.  Particular  Churches  may  have  ad- 
ded  erroneous  tenets,  or  superstitious  ceremonies, 
just  as  particular  individuals,  in  the  purest  Church, 
may  hold  unauthorized  peculiarities  of  sentiment, 
or  indulge  in  que.stionable  usages :  but,  so  far  as 
THE  Chi’rch  has  held  and  taught,  sound  doctrine, 
in  the  first  es.scntials,  has  ever  been  maintained. 
Tlie  doctrines  of  the  Trinity,  of  the  divinity  and 
incarnation  of  the  Saviour,  of  his  atonement  and 
intercession  for  sinners,  of  the  sanctifying  influ¬ 
ences  of  the  .Spirit,  of  the  incllicacyof  man's  me¬ 
rit  to  secure  salvation ;  the  Christian  ministry, 
and  the  Christian  sacraments — when  have  these, 
by  anv  act  of  the  Church,  or  in  any  creed  or  con¬ 
fession  of  her  faith,  been  disavowed  or  ke[>t  back? 
When,  in  the  early  ages  of  Christianity,  the  Ari- 
an  heresy  invaded  the  fold,  with  what  a  noble 
courage  did  her  chief  shepherds  brave,  even  the 
imperial  power,  in  its  resi.stence  !  And  even  amid 
the  barbarism  of  the  middle  ages,  and  in  the  dark¬ 
est  night  of  the  Romish  Church,  when  the  jirirni- 
tive  faith  was  so  fearfully  obscured,  and  the  pri- 
mitive  worship  so  shamefully  defaced,  the  sub¬ 
stantial  doctrines  of  the  Gospel  never  were  re- 
nounced — the  truth,  though  bid,  was  kept — and 
the  great  spirits,  whom,  in  Ids  own  time,  God  rais- 
ed  up  to  vindicate  his  name  before  the  world,  had 
but  to  clear  the  rubbish  from  the  ancient  pillar, 
to  bring  it  out  before  the  world,  in  the  majestic 
strength,  and  fair  proportions  of  its  original  de- 
sign.  “  The  pure  metal,”  says  an  excellent  w  ri- 
ter,*  “  still  existed  in  the  ore,  though  obscured 
by  the  extraneous  matter ;  and  when,  by  the  work 
of  reformation,  it  was  cleared  of  superincumbent 
dross,  the  truth  came  forth,  undiminished  in  ster¬ 
ling  value,  and  w  ith  lustre  unab.Tted.”  Do  we 
claim,  then,  for  the  Church,  it  will  be  asked,  su- 
pcrnatural  interposition  ?  Just  so  much,  we  reply, 
as  we  believe  to  have  been  exerted  in  the  preser- 
vation  of  the  Scriptures.  Since  they  were  put  on 
record,  whole  authors,  and  whole  generations  of 
authors,  have  perished  from  the  world.  From  the 
time  of  Moses,  and  through  all  the  intervening 
dates  of  their  .successive  inspiration,  they  have 
come  down  to  us  unbroken,  and,  in  substance.

3d.  Most  of  the  clergy  would  do  well  at  first, 
to  act  in  some  capacity  as  teachers,  both  to  keep 
their  time  more  fully  employed,  and  to  supply 
the  lack  of  ordinary  instruction,  as  well  as  to 
acquire  influence,  and  to  earn  a  portion  of  what, 
after  all,  mu.st  for  years  prove  a  limited  support. 

The  writer  of  this  only  wishes  that  ho  could 
transfer  to  the  bosoms  of  eastern  Christians,  his 
impressions  of  thcvalue  of  Episcopal  ministrations 
in  Kentucky  to  the  cause  of  truth,  and  of  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  souls,  and  he  rests  assured  that  the  gen- 
erous  and  benevolent  would  be  must  anxious  to 
impart  whatever  pecuniary  aid  Episcopal  opera- 
tions  there  might  require  :  and  he  is  also  per- 
suadi;d,  that  young  aspinints  for  holy  orders 
would  bo  lired  with  missionary  zeal,  0qnal  to  the 
vast  effort  and  the  severe  self-denial,  which  the 
slow,  laborious,  unrequited,  almost  entirely  self- 
sustained  ellbrts  of  ministers  in  the  destitute 
corners  of  the  west,  mo.st  emphatically  need.  It 
is  devoutly  to  be  hoped,  that  as  pious  self-sacri- 
firing  leal  amongst  the  clergy  increases,  and  ns 
wi.se  and  liberal  Christian  charities  become  more 
common,  and  are  more  judiciously  directed,  this 
far-off  land  will  receive  the  attention  which  at  this 
moment  it  needs  ^  and  without  which,  many  that 
might  be  saved,  must  be  left  to  grope  on  in  un¬ 
pitied  wTctchcdness. — Episcopal  Hecorder.

M’hen  a  person  for  the  first  time  makes  re- 
marks  upon  the  generabcondition  of  the  People 
of  a  large  extent  of  country,  he  is  liable  to  many 
very  partial,  nnd  perhaps  erroneous  views  ;  and 
any  opinions  which  he  may  venture  to  express, 
sliouhi  be  received  with  many  grains  of  allowance, 
nnd  are  scarcely  worthy  of  any  .stronger  desig. 
nation  than  his  impressions.  In  the  follow  ing  re- 
marks,  the  writer  wishes  to  be  understood  as  de- 
tailing  simply /iM  impressions  of  the  state  of  things, 
in  certain  religious  respects,  which  recently  fell 
under  his  observ.ation  in  parts  of  Kentucky  ;  nnd 
so  far  is  he  from  doing  it  with  any  disposition  to 
exaggerate  these  evils,  or  to  impute  to  any  person 
or  class  of  persons,  the  blame  of  their  e.xistence, 
that  his  great  object  is  to  call  the  attention  of 
F.piscopulians  to  their  duty,  in  endeavoring  to 
mitigate  or  counteract  them. 

1.  A  common,  and  a  very  great  evil,  which  the 
writer  fears  must  be  at  the  foundation  of  all  oth¬ 
ers,  is  the  lack  of  common  school  instruction  ;  not 
more  than  one  in  three,  in  many  neighhorhoods, 
not  more  than  one  in  eight  or  ten,  having  the  ad- 
vantage  of  common  school  education.  The  in¬ 
frequency  w  itli  which  school-houses  of  any  de.s. 
cription,  much  more  of  those  w  hich  arc  comforta- 
hie  and  permanent,  are  to  be  met  with,  would 
•strike  a  New  England  man  with  wonder  and  re- 
gret.  'J'he  present  number  of  teachers  and  school- 
houses,  cannot  be  adeipiate  to  the  supply  of  one- 
fiflli  of  the  population.  And  when  the  neglect 
of  the  poor  and  ill-ediicated  is  considered,  w  here 
they  could,  if  they  cho.se,  send  their  children  to 
school  almost  at  the  next  door  for  nothing,  w  ill  it 
be  consi<lered  astonishing,  that  a  sad  proportion 
of  the  rising  generation  of  Kentucky  lack  that 
early  acquaintance  with  the  Bible,  and  th.Tt  sea¬ 
sonable  u.se  of  their  own  understandings,  which 
might,  in  after  life,  preserve  them  from  vice  or 
religions  delusions  ?  False  notions  of  religion 
prevail  far  most,  w  here  the  people  are  ignorant. 

2.  'I'he  lack  of  Sunday  School,  and  sound  pas- 
toral  instruction,  is  also  exceedingly  great.  'I'liis 
is  directly  to  be  inferred  from  the  facts  just  stated ; 
for  if  comnif)!!  school  instruction  languishes,  re- 
ligious  in.struction  w  ill  much  more  languish.  And, 
therefore,  it  is  not  surprising,  that  if  school-houses 
arc  few  and  far  between,  meeting  houses  and 
churches  are  much  more  so  ;  pointing  out  a  lack 
of  religious  in.s'.ructio;i,  which,  even  could  it  be 
thought  to  be  .sound  wherever  it  exists  at  all, 
would  be,  in  the  deepest  degree,  deplorable. 

3.  But  it  is  to  be  feared  that  many,  some  afllrm 
that  most,  of  one  of  the  largest  classes  of  religious 
in.structcrs  is  greatly  defective.  Generalized 
Christianity — a  .strange  new  edition  of  baptismal 
regeneration,  a  denial  of  all  the  great  experi- 

i  mental  doctrines  of  the  (Jospel,  is  every  where 
i  spoken  of,  as  the  newest,  most  interesting,  mo.st 
I  engro.ssing  topic  of  religious  intelligence.  I^ike 
I  many  other  newly-broached  notions  about  old- 
fashioned  Christianity,  it  is  quite  diti'icult  to  tell 
!  preci.scly  what  these  notions  are  ;  and,  as  usual, 

I  negatives  are  the  most  prominent  part  of  the  sys- 
I  tem.  If  the  w  riter  has  not  been  greatly  misled, 

I  the  unsound  divisions  of  the  denomination  of 
^  Baptists,  deny  all  those  great  doctrines  which 
;  are  vitally  connected  with  experimental  religion, 
and  elevated  persona!  piety.  And  whoever 
docs  this,  w  hether  it  be  the  error  of  the  Romani.st, 
or  of  the  Lniturian,  or  the  mere  moralist,  or  the 
cold  professor  of  external  Christianity  ;  it  amounts 
to  nearly  the  same  thing  ;  it  annuls  aiul  utterly 
destroys  the  e.ssential  value,  the  life-giving  power 
of  the  religion  of  our  Loui>  Jesks  Christ. 

'I'o  in«‘et,  to  counteract,  and  tinally  to  overcome 
these  evils,  it  appears  to  tlie  writer  that  nothing 
'can  be  so  cflective  as  the  ministry  and  the  servi¬ 
ces  of  the  Episcopal  Church.  'I'lie  importance 
we  attach  to  education,  is  well  calculated  gradii- 
ally  to  elcv.alc  common  school  instruction,  and 
thus  to  remove  the  root  ofthe  evil. — Above  all,  a 
scriptural  liturgy,  in  connexion  with  a  sound  and 
zealous  ministry,  is  the  best  conceivable  barrier 
against  the  progress  of  [irevailing  errors,  and  their 
best  antidote,  where  these  errors  have  already 
taken  root.  Enlc.ss  wealthy  Ivpiscopalians  on  the 
.Vtiuntic  slope  .should  do,  what  it  is  feared  they 
will  not  for  years  be  excited  to  do,  make  ample 
provisions  for  carrying  on  the  operations  of  the 
(Miurch  in  this  region,  on  an  extensive  scale,  the 
few  who  may  be  inclined,  by  the  Skirit  of  (Jon, 
to  look  with  Christian  compassion  upon  the  great 
evils  above  unfolded,  cannot  perhaps  do  better 
than  to  turn  their  attention  to  these  several  modes 
of  operation. 

1st.  By  making  the  very  be.st  provision  circum¬ 
stances  will  permit  for  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  ministry.  Wherever  this  could  be 
done,  there  should  bo  comfortable  theological 
rooms,  and  a  sufficient  theological  library,  to¬ 
gether  with  means  of  self-support,  or  gratuitous 
maintenance  for  a  number  of  students.  These 
permanent,  well  known  facilities,  would  in  the 
course  of  years,  draw  many  young  men  together, 
from  the  east  nnd  from  the  west,  to  be  trained  on 
the  spot  for  their  professional  duties. 

lid.  Some  of  them,  or  young  men  of  a  similar 
clas.s,  having  the  ministry  in  view,  would  do  well 
to  take  schools  at  important  spots,  and  act  under 
license  as  lay-readers,  preparatory  to  occupying 
the  Sana  field  afterw  ards  as  clergymen.

The  anniversary  of  this  Society,  was  held  .May 
3d,  Lord  Gamliicr  in  the  chair. 


'I’lie  Report  was  read,  which  noticed  the  retire¬ 
ment  of  ,Mr.  Bickersteth,  who  had  so  ably  filled; 
the  office  of  Secretary  to  the  Society  for  fifteen  ; 
Tears,  and  then  adverted  to  the  Society’s  In.stitii-  i 
tion  at  Islington,  where  there  are  at  present  i 
seventeen  .students,  twelve  of  whom  were  admit- 1 
ted  in  the  last  year  ;  three  had  received  ordina- 1 
tion,  and  nine  had  proceeded  to  difl'erent  .stations  | 
abroad.  'I'lie  donations  nnd  subscriptions  to  the  ( 
Society  amounted  to  £,  Ul.iiSl  l(5s.  7d.,  being  less 
lhantho.se  of  the  preceding  year,  by  i^71i.  On 
the  whole,  the  prospects  of  the  Society  were 
described  as  most  favorable.  The  steps  which 
had  been  taken  by  Sir  George  Murray,  the  late 
.secretary  for  the  colonics,  for  promoting  the 
objects  of  the  Society  in  .\ustralia,  have  been 
adopted  bv  his  succe.s.sor,  the  noble  lord  now  at 
the  bead  of  that  department.  The  committee 
had  experienced  manv  obstacles  to  the  dissemi¬ 
nation  of  the  (lospel  in  tbo  East ;  yet  the  impedi¬ 
ments  there  were  trifling,  when  compared  with 
those  which  existed  in  the  West  Indies,  to  the 
religious  instruction  of  the  slave  population.  In 
North  Western  .\merica,  amongst  other  advances 
made,  the  sons  of  four  Indian  chiefs,  each  the 
head  of  a  distinct  tribe,  speaking  distinct  dialects, 
are  under  Christian  instruction.  ^  iewing  the 
whole  circumstances  connected  with  the  Society, 
the  Report  added,  that  there  were  ample  indica¬ 
tions  that  the  I.oru  had  gone  before  them  in  this 
great  work,  and  that  they  therefore  ought  to  go 
forward  with  confidence.  'I'lie  incrca.«ed  sphere 
of  action  opened  to  the  Society,  and  the  difficulty 
they  found  of  taking  advantage  of  it  with  resour¬ 
ces  rather  diminished,  ought  to  quicken  its 
friends  to  renewed  exertions  in  promoting  its 
great  object. 

Addresses  were  made  by  the  Bishop  of  Litch¬ 
field  and  Coventry,  (Bishop  Ryder,)  the  Honora¬ 
ble  and  Rev.  Baptist  Noel,  the  Bishop  ot  M  in- 1 
Chester,  (C.  R.  Sumner,)  Lord  Bexley,  the  Rev.  ! 
.>Ir.  IJi».  keisteth,  nnd  several  oilier  s|uNikers.  | 

I'he  Rev.  J.  W.  Doran  (missionary  from 'I'ra-  j 
vancore)  .stated,  that  be  di»l  not  come  back,  ' 
like  the  spies  who  were  sent  into  the  land  of  ; 
promi.se,  to  describe  nothing  but  the  barriers  and 
Tibstacles  w  Inch  opposed  tbcinselves  to  the  mis- i 
sionaries  in  the  Ea.st ;  he  raised  his  voice  for  en¬ 
couragement  and  exultation  ;  he  made  .a  steadfast  j 
appeal  to  the  e\idence  of  facts,  and  to  that  guid-  ; 
ance  nnd  strength  of  te.stimony  whence  Chris-  | 
tians  derive  the  promised  assurance  that  their 
works  of  faith  ami  their  labors  of  love  have  not,  , 
arc  not,  and  shall  not  be  in  vain.  It  was  unneccs- 
.sary  for  him  to  state  that  .St.  'I'liomas,  fired  by  a 
holy  zeal,  and  fearless  of  the  various  dangers 
which  beset  his  path,  found  his  way  into  the  mi¬ 
serable  regions  of  Hindoostan,  and  planted  the 
cro.ss  ofCiinisT  upon  the  ruinsof  Paganism.  From 
this  first  beginning  hundreds  and  thousands  of 
Heathens  were  converted  to  the  faith,  and  gave 
their  iilols  to  “  the  moles  and  the  bats,”  turning 
themselves  to  serve  Gon,  the  true  (.Jon  ;  hence  the 
Christian  Clmrch  of  Malabar  was  established.  : 
M’hon  all  I'.uropc  was  overspread  w  ith  the  gloom 
of  Popery,  that  people  received  the  testimony  of 
.Ie.si's,  and  thousands  of  them,  having  put  off 
their  mortality  to  become  immortal,  are  now  be¬ 
fore  Him  singing  the  praises  of  the  Lamb.  'J'he 
.Syrian  ('hiireli  of  .Malabar  floiiri.shed  until  the 
emi.ssaries  of  the  .Man  of  Sin  came  among.st  them.  | 
When  the  Portuguese  ecclesiastics  arrived  in  that 
country,  they  burned  those  nianu.scri|>t  copies  of 
the  .Scripture  which  the  .Syrian  Clmrch  then  pos-  ' 
sessed,  and  Faganism  triumphed  over  the  pure 
doctrines  of  Chri.st.  Fifteen  or  si.xteen  years  ago, 
the  Church  Mi.Nsionarv  Society’  first  sent  their 
mini.sters  into  those  districts.  He  had  much 
pleasure  in  being  able  to  announce  that  his  beloved  ' 
friend  and  colleague  had  accomplished  one  ofthe 
most  important  preliminary  steps  towards  the  ' 
establishment  of  L’hri.stianity  in  the  Ea.st,  in  the  , 
translation  and  circulation,  in  the  vernacular  i 
dialect  of  'rravancorc,  of  the  New  Testament.  ; 
V\’hen  Dr.  Buchanan  went  there,  twenty’  years  * 
ago,  he  found  one  distinctive  peculiarity  of  that  1 
Church  by  which  alone  its  identity  with  the  ; 
original  Church  at  Antioch  might  be  proved. 
He  found  there,  that  notwithstanding  the  influ¬ 
ence  tf  Popery,  the  book  of  salvation  was  not  a 
proserbed  book,  the  record  of  eternity  was 
there  allowed  to  enlighten  guilty  apostate  man. 
'I'he  question  would  naturally  present  itself,  how' 
the  inliabitants  of  Travancore  received  the  ver¬ 
nacular  translations  ofthe  Bible.  At  the  request 
ofthe  archdeacon  of  .Madras,  he  (Mr.  D.)  under¬ 
took  a  xiur  through  the  principal  towns  where 
the  Syrian  Church  was  e.stablished.  It  was  the 
week  before  Easter,  and  the  members  of  that 
Church  were,  at  that  period  of  the  year,  in  the 
habit  of  meeting  every  day  that  week,  in  order 
to  read  over  a  portion  of  their  manuscript  Scrip¬ 
tures,  and  to  converse  upon  the  topics  which  that 
reading  suggested.  Copies  ofthe  'Pestament  and 
some  'Practs  were  immediately  distributed.  He 
had  the  priest  with  him,  nnd  through  his  agency 
read  nnd  expounded  the  printed  vernacular 
Scripture.  Tlicy  said  that  they  believed  those 
Scriptures,  but  they  asked  what  was  the  object  of 


presenting  them  in  the  vernacular  dialect  ?  Was 
it  for  the  purpose  of  destroying  their  own  Church  ? 
'Phe  answer  was.  No ;  there  was  no  design  to  do 
otherwise  than  to  supply  facilities  for  canvassing 
and  discussing  the  means  of  .salvation.  'Phe  ob¬ 
ject  was  to  turn  them  from  darkness  to  light,  and 
from  the  worship  of  idols  to  the  service  ol  the 
living  God  ;  the  only  object  was  to  bring  them 
to  God,  to  enable  their  souls  to  persevere  even 
unto  the  last,  and  to  overcome  the  world.  It 
pleased  God  at  that  moment  to  raise  up,  in  the 
person  of  Colonel  .Munro,  an  important  favorer 
of  the  great  and  holy  design.  An  island,  seven 
miles  in  circumference,  was  given  up  for  the 
erection  of  a  college  for  the  education  of  young 
men  for  the  priesthood.  'Pirns  means  were  sup¬ 
plied  not  only  for  tlie  education  of  the  students, 
but  also  for  their  support.  Notwithstanding 
various  dilficulties,  (.'hristianity  has  advanced 
gloriously.  Means  were  yet  wanting  to  employ 
those  as  translators  who  had  been  educated  at  the 
college  ;  and  they  had  now  become  a  burden  to 
the  establi.shment.  Seven  pre.s.ses  belonging  to 
the  Society  were  now  idle  in  India,  paper  did  not 
grow  on  the  trees  in  that  country,  neither  would 
London  shopkeepers  part  with  their  paper  unless 
paid  for  it.  'Phey  had  no  .steam-engines  in  India, 
and  men  would  not  work  unless  fed  and  clothed. 
It  was  with  regret  then,  that  he  heard  that  the 
funds  of  the  Society  that  year  fell  short  of  what 
they  had  been  the  preceding.  When  he  was 
coming  across  the  ocean,  he  expected  a  ver\ 
difl'erent  result ;  he  would  therefore  most  earnest¬ 
ly  beseech  the  meeting  to  .support  the  Society  in 
the  great  midertaking  in  which  it  was  engaged. 
He  be.sought  them  to  do  so  in  the  name  of  Him 
who  had  encountered  the  depths  of  humiliation 
in  depriving  himself  of  that  glory  which  he  en¬ 
joyed  w  ith  God  the  Father  before  the  foundations 
of  the  earth  were  laid,  in  order  that  he  might 
rescue  our  immortal  souls  from  the  prince  of 
darkness. 

'Phe  Bishop  of  Chester,(J.  B.  Skmner,)  referring 
to  the  two  natives  of  India  recently  ordained  to 
the  mini.stry,  ob.served,  that  the  mind  of  his  es¬ 
teemed  friend  the  Bishop  of  Calcutta,  must  be 
cheered  and  comforted  by  the  circumstance. 
'Phe  present  was  said  to  be  a  season  of  great  ex¬ 
pectation  in  India,  and  that  was  known  more 
from  private  report  than  from  circumstances 
which  could  well  be  stated  in  public.  He  regret¬ 
ted  that  all  the  results  of  British  education — he 
would  not  call  it  Christian  education,  for  such  it 
was  not — had  done  but  little  to  weaken  the 
prejudices  of  caste.  'Phe  destruction  of  those 
prejudices  and  of  the  innumerable  evils  which 
afllicted  that  unhappy  country  could  only  be 
effected  by  a  degree  of  zeal,  which  he  regretted 
to  think  had  not  yet  been  manife.sted  in  its  fulness 
and  strength.  Christianity  must  be  with  them 
every  thing  or  nothing  ;  in  religion  inditVercnce 
was  apathv.  'Phere  was  but  one  name  by  which 
man  might  be  .saved,  and  with  inditl'erence  or 
lukewarmness  towards  that,  what  progress  could 
man  expect  to  make  ?  'Phey  might  as  well  think 
of  inscribing  a  permanent  sermon  upon  the  sands 
of  India,  as  to  make  a  permanent  impression  upon 
the  minds  of  the  people  of  India  otherwi.se  than 
by  a  devotion  of  their  w  hole  soul  to  the  object  in 
view.  'Phe  history  of  Missions  in  India  tullv 
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I’UBI.lSHEl)  under  the  direction  of  the  Bo-iton 
Society  for  the  Dilfiision  of  Useful  Knowledge.  Fol-

He 
would  then  entreat  his  Christian  hrcthreii  to  ex- 
tend,  if  possible,  to  the  whole  human  race,  the 
valuable  possession  of  the  Gospel  truth  which 
they  enjoyed.  Let  them  remember  that  the  fields 
were  white  with  the  harve-st,  and  that  the  labor, 
ers  were  wanting  who  might  reap  it.
